defunct Security Savings bank, Co- 
lunibus, told the committee that on 
the evening of April 24, 1914, J. A. 
Holmes appeared at the .bank as spe- 
cial representative of the

department with a letter from Super- 
intendent Lattanner. This demand- 
ed that certain securities which the 
superintendent considered "of doubt- 
ful or no value,"..be replaced

night with good paper, under threat 
of closing the bank for liquidation 
if this were not done.

fied that 3ie was not a resident of 
the slate of Ohio, had not been for 
tine last 15 years and tiiat conse- 
quenilv- he cowJd not toe taxed in thai 
state.

Kline and E. A. CJevenger, both of 
Cleveland, Ins personal attorneys. 


Mr, Rockefeller testified that he 


moved to New York from Cleveland 
in 1SS5 and established his domicle 
here. He said he was now a. citizen 
of New York and l»ad regularly been 
assessed by the proper authorities in 
aJiis stale and had paid his taxes rej;- 
njilaTJy in this state. At no lime dur- 
ing <he past 15 years. Sir. Rocke- 
feller asserted, 3iad Jie had his r>3acc- 
of abode in the stale of O3iio. 
He 


said he had not voted lliere during 
Ihis lime. 


Mr. Rockefeller was assessed on 


«311,flflO,()0(» personal estate by the 
authorities of C«yahoga county on 
the grounds that he had spent the 
greater part of the year ending Feh. 
1, 1914. in the slate of Ohio and that 
consequently he had established a 
legal residence ihere. 
The assess- 


ment was upheld by the board of 
complaints and Mr. Rockefeller filed 
« petition in the federal courts, ask- 


ing for an injunction to restrain the 
tax officials from collecting the tax. 
A temporary injunction was granted. 
Mr. Rockefeller then *nplied for a 
permanent injunction.

Cincinnati Convention

Cincinnati, Feb.

a plan: which would make a nation- 
al standard of education practical 
by enlarging the bureau of educa- 
tion . into a university, consisting of 
a corps- of experts who -would pass 
upon the 
efficiency, 
thoroughness 


and economy of the various schools 
system, Professor William H* Taft 
of Yale, former president 
of 
the 


United -States, addressed the depart- 
ment .of, superintendence 
of 
the 


National Education here today. Mr. 
Taft said: 


"The cause of free public educa- 


tion isj. more sacred and 
: of 
more 


fundamental importance 
than 
al- 


most any other before our people. It 
is- one that--awakens the profound in- 
terest of the people and commands 
the greatest and most willing self 
sacrifice by the taxpaying public. 
The consequence of this fervor is 
that our school systems are not as 
much scrutinized as they should be. 
Indeed.Jt is now difficult for tiie 
public of a community to learn the 
facts as to the thoroughness of the 
discipline and of the knowledge im- 
parted in their schools or of economy 
in the expenditure of their funds de- 
voted to education. 
Parents are 


themselves not qualified to pass up- 
on-the result of a public school sys- 
tem in a town, county or district in1 
sucli a way as to make their opinion 
the best criterion. Hence there is 
great opportunity for 
fustian 
and 


shoddy in the product concealed un- 
der a cloak of a pretentious curncu 
lum and glowing annual reports. 


"What we need in the country is 


ah opportunity for standardization 
and comparison of school systems in 


cities. This, I think, we might have 
by establishing 
what 
Washington 


recommended—a national university 
in Washington. 


"The bureau of education might 


well be enlarged into a university 
which should not be a teaching uni- 
versity but one with a corps of ex- 
perts who could offer to the people 
of all the states and the people of all 
local communities, the opportunity of 
having their respective school sys- 
tems examined and reported on as to 
proper scope, efficiency, thorough- 
ness and economy. 
The same uni- 


versity should hold periodical exami- 
nations in convenient parts of the 
country which any person might up- 
on payment of a small fee take and 


if successful receive a 
certificate 


equivalent to a degree in certain es- 
tablished courses. 


"All this would be voluntary; but 


if the system "were impartial, thor- 
ough and wisely severe as it should 
be, the value of the reports and the 
value of the certificates would be- 
come great. They would assure the 
people of a community that 
they 


were getting their money's 
worth 


from a school system officially ap- 
proved by such•';$ university, and by 
assuring them that the graduates of 
their school could obtain 
degrees 


from. such exaiSzaatioiis. 
Thus we 


should soon -haveVa standardization 
of our school-systems'of.-the highest 
value. 


"The pressure of the taxpayers up- 


on their particular "school authori- 
ties to apply for an examination, and 
report would be so 
great that 
it 


would soon become equivalent to a 
compulsory system. • It would stimu- 
late sch'ool authorities to earnest 
work. -It, would eliminate shoddy, 
pretense and show; would minimize 
exploiting and publicity 
methods; 


and would give a proof of excellence 
and comparative high standing that 
would be incontestable. 
I tried to 


secure larger appropriations in my 
administration for the bureau of ed- 
ucation with a view of beginning the 
system in- a small way but was un- 
successful."

One of them, 
the tale ran, decided to buy Freiburg 
and brought two sacks of gold and 
asked, "Wa« kostetVstad'ler rWhat 
does tilts bit of town costf) When 
opened the sucks were found to con- 
tain 'only sand, which the peasant's 
wife bad prudently substituted for fear

The berries of both fruits will hang 
on the bushes for days and

weeks, while most of the other fruits 
must be picked as soon as matured. 


Do not think that you cannot grow 


these fruits successfully because of 
•worms 
etc. Blight and mildew 


and damage by worms can be pre- 
vented almost absolutely by an easy 
course of spraying with Bordeaux 
mixture, or 
lime-sulfur, combined 


with arsenate of lead.

Gooseberry bushes may "be rendered 
partially immune 
from 
blight by 


opening them up and giving them 
enough, but not too much, of sun 
and air. 


Beth fruits prefer moist clay soils 


to drier sandv soils. But no matter 
what the soil is. you can grow them 
successfully if you,Will put plenty of 
vegetable matter into 
the 
ground 


and keep plenty of moisture present. 


Under your apple or pear trees is 


a good place for the bushes, especi- 
ally the gooseberry bushes, and -in 
fact theT shade -will not hurt the cur- 
rants. 
It would be a good idea to 


plan in the beginning for some easy 
means of watering or irrigating the 
bushes regularly. 


If vour garden contains about one- 


eighth of an acre it ought to have 
abcut four gooseberry plants.

! According to the Scientific American, 
some of the striking changes that take 
place to certain comets in their pas- 
sage through space may be explained 
by their encountering stray masses of 
gas. If it is true that such masses of 
gas exist, comets would be more than 
likely to encounter them, for the incli- 
nations and, the extents of their orbits 
make them especially good explorers. 
The planets move In a narrow cone 
very near the plane of the ecliptic, 
whereas the inclination of the comet 
ary orbits is sometimes considerable; 
for tbe periodic comets it varies from 3 
to 162 degrees. Consequently comets 
attain regions of the solar system that 
no other bodies penetrate. These gas- 
;eous masses. If indeed they, exist, are 
of varying chemical composition and 
may. be considered as fragments of tbe 
initial nebula that escaped tbe combus- 
tion from which tbe members of tbe 
solar system arose.
